Cold storage of food prod- 


ucts Is now subjecf to strict regula- 
tion 
And old Jim, the gardener, 


can take medicine for his various 
ailments without wasting: his money 
and without danger of unwittingly 
becoming a dope fiend. Patent 
medicines sold as cure-alls and 
specifics- have been, weeded out of 
California, continues Professor Lea, 
Medicines containing habit lorming 
drugs are now labeled to indicate"- 
the narcotic contained and 
the 


strength and potency of drugs sold 
conforms closely to the standards 
prescribed by law and by the U. S, 
Pharmacopoeia. 


Even the cows and chickens ara 


' better off. nowadays, because mived 


feeds must be labeled to show their 
percentage Contents. 
Animals no 


longer starve to death when placed 
on-a "fattening" 
diet 
of mixed 


food " The law also regulates tha 
quality and composition of drugs 
in stock remedies. 
An animal 


medicine sold for a certain disease 
must actually contain ingredients 
that will effect the promised cure. 


A decade or so ago, one could 


not be sure that he was 
iting 
what he wanted and was r>""'-<g 
for. 
Sometimes he purchased un- 


wanted afr -r effects, s is at pros- 
'ent the case with bootleg- 
Com- 


modities sold in the open market 
at present excluding bootleg, are 
for the most part exactly as repre- 
sented for the price, bo^h in qual- 
ity and quantity. 
. 
The state sealer of weights anal 
measures, and his deputies,/give 
assurance 
that a purchaser gets 


represented quantity when he buj'S 
commodities in this state. 
Quality is assured by the Cali- 


fornia state board of health acting 
through the bureau oC foods and 
drugs. 
This bureau 
was estab- 


lished by law in 1907 and under 
the direction of Professor Lea it 
enforces the pure food act, the pure 
drugs act, the cold storage act and 
the commercial feeding stuffs act. 


Despite the efforts of the bureau 
there are still many violators of 
these laws, who, unlike Abou Ben 
Adhem of old (may his tribe in- 
crease), do not love their fellow 
men nor do" they seem to care for 
anything else except profits, greedy. 
Illegitimate profits, lo fatten tnctr 
pocketbooks. 
"Genuine 
fruit 
drinks," says 
Professor Lea", "are healthful, nu- 
tritious and satisfying. The imtta- 
tion* drinks, made of water. som« 
imitation fiavo», coal tar paint col- 
oring1 and bei.--7.oate of soda, do not 


have the merits tJlSr aie'possessed 
by genuine fruit drinks, and com- 
mercially they arc infinitely cheap- 
er, and more profitable to the dis- 
penser."

Eggs also cause tro'uble,v*At the 
seaso'h of high prices old "eggs and 
cold storage eggs^are mixed m with 
eggs sold as fresh. 
Some egg 


canoiers have admitted they~make 
their salary by sjstematically mix- 
ing in old eggs with fresh. - The 
majority of egg dealers, sajs Pro- 
fessor Lea, are honest and use their 
best efforts to give good ser-uce. 
buf they are put at a disadvantage 
by unscrupulous'competitors. This 
is a problem

never be setllei? to. the public's 
satisfaction,

thinks the best results can be ob- 
tained by co-operation of house- 
wives and other consumers of eggs 
with the efforts of the'honest deal-

Fre- 
quently, says Professor Lea,' an in- 
spector finds a ton or so of them, 
prepared from commission house 
culls or old eggs, 3tal<» and rotten, 
that _have to be condemned. Sev- 
aral cases of this nature,, as well us 
several on the imitation fruit drink 
score, are up before the state bcjard 
of health at present. 
The bureau recently cleared the 


California markets of a variety of 
spurious egff substitutes. 
Fourteen 
brands flooded 'the markets a short 
while ago, but now "ley have all 
disappeared. 
They were sold in 


packages of from 
two 
to fo*ui 
ounces for twenty-five, thirty-five 
and fifty cents a package. 
Upon 
analysis in the state pure foods'and 
drugs laboraton', 
located on- the 


university campus at Berkeley, it 
was disco\ered 
that 
they were 


made of corn starch, some with -a 
little gelatin, a few with a verv - 
minute quantity of white of egg 
and nearly all colored with coal tar 
dye. 
In some instances the corn 
starch, wo/th a few cents a pound. 
w*s sold at the rate of Jl.oO a 
pound. 
Egg noodles Jiave 
also been 


found which contained no egg. 
There have 
been 
lemon pies 


brought in, made' of starch, gela- 
tine, lemon oil 
flavoring 
and 


merange containing no agg. 
There is' gelatine which consists 


of glue. 


Chopped meat, especially in hot 


districca i« summer, is oceasimnllv 
found which contains sodium sul- 
phite, a preservative with the pow- 
er of making- old, dark or tainted 
meat appear bright red, fresh and 
palatable. 
Many carloads of frozen oranges 


have been seized and diverted^ to 
marmalade factories. 
Frozen or- 


anges contain very little juice or 
food ' value. 
Mothers who buy 


oranges for the juice to give to sick 
babies are often defrauded by be- 
ing sold frozen frnit, and ~if they 
have no more money to spare, the 
health of the baby suffers. 
But 


the mother, instead of making an 
active protest, 
usually tells the 
ne'ghbors and lets'the matter drop. 
They do not kno-w that the law pro- 
tects'them on this-point. 
If the 
grocer refuses' to .exchange good or- 
anges for the frozen ones, or re- 
fund the money, the mother should 
report him to 
the bu-eau, says 


Professor Lea, as the grocer can 
£Ct his money 
l> ick 
from 
the 


wholesaler. 
"The traffic, in cull walnut meats, 


•used by some bakeries and manu- 
facturers of cheap candies, causes 
a lot of trouble to us," repor' the 
bureau. , "One bundled thousand 
pounds were condemned this year, 
consisting o.f rancid, wormy, shriv- 
eled, imniature'nu-teriaV 
The California Walnut Growers' 


Association, who handle the bulk 
of the crop, recently agreed to sell 


the culls only to manufacturers of 
poultry feed. 
In v the past, • the 


culls were bought up by itinerant 
peddlers who buy them as chicken 
feed and peddle them to bakers 
and confectioners at an enormous 
profit. 


Kice bran has been found which 
contained 53 per cent of limestone. 
It was learned that the limestone 
used to polish rice was thus dis- 
posed of when it was filled with 
fibre and no longer useful as a 
polishing agent. 


Ginger ale manufacturers have 


been proceeded against in a few 
instances because' they made their 
ginger ale with only a. small amount 
of ginger in it. adding enough red 
pepper to give it a kick. 


Ground chocolate, of a certain 
brand, 
was ordered withdrawn 


from the market because it con- 
tained only a little cocoa with GO 
per cent of sugar and was sold at 
the price of chocolate. The same 
is the case with prepared mustard, 
wKich was'adulterated with starch 
and colored to imitate mustard. 
Jellies have been found which were 
advertised as apple but upon analy- 
sis the chemists discovered that 
they Vvar«_ made of fruit Jiilr- nnd 
pectin, an..organic chemical with 
the po'ner of making liquids "jell." 


"We do not have anything to do 


with bootleg," declares Professor 
Lea. 
""We are 
concerned only 


xvith articles sold in the open mar- 
ket." 
Contrary to the general be- 


lief of the man on the street, boot- 
leg is not officially known on the 
open market. 
Children's candy is now clean. 
This is vdue both to the intelligent 
non-political ^enforcement of 
the 


pure food laws and_to the better 
business stand taken by the Nation-- 
al Confectioners' Association. Col- 
ors used in candies are harmless," 
and so are flavors. ' Artificial col- 
ors and flavors must be so labeled 
if they imitate a natural color or 
flavor. 
Saccharine, used Instead of sugar 
to sweeten, has been virtually elim- 
inated from, the California markets. 
So has soap bark (soaporin), which 
was formerly used as 
s-ibstilutis 


for egg whiles in pastry. 
"Milk 
bread," as a name for. bread* con- 
taining no milk, has also 4l*U>- 
peared.

"The 
situation regarding the 


canneries, of which there arc auoul 
125 In the state," «aya Profeasor 
Lea, "has improved greatly. Dur- 
ing the last five years it-has Im- 
proved very greatly." 
Formerly it was not uncommon

indicate the narcotio 


contained and strength and po- 
tency of drugs' conforms more 
closely to the standards prescribed 
by the law and by the U. S. Phar- 
macopoeia than was formerly th&- 
case. 
Tn years gone by, 'drugs o£ 
less than half strength were dis- 
pensed at the price of the, full* 
strength article. Very-little of that 
obtains tociay.' 


"The 
feeding stuffs law has 


stopped dishonest millers," states 
Professor Lea, "from" grinding up 
corn cobs and rice hulls as fillers 
with mixed feeds. All mixed f eedsr 
must be labelediwith their percent- 
age contents. 
The 
majority, of 


millers have 
co-operated to pass 


this law and are our firm support- 
ers in upholding it. 
The problem 


is to keep the dishonest dealer, who 
^attracted by the huge profits of 
law violation, from discrediting all 
the honest dealers." 


Roupe remedies for chickens 


ha-ve been proceeded against be- 
cause they did not contain Any- 
thing that 
could 
possibly cure^ 


roupe. 
They .'were merely disin- 


fectants, valuable as such, but not 
valuable .as a-remeay for roupe as 
they could not reach the seat of the 
U Liable. 
The same applie* to rem- 


edies for chickun diphtherla,~chol- 
era and canker, as well as to reme- 
dies for diseases of other Animals. 


A corps of inspectors^ acting un- 
der Professor Lea, cover the state, 
investigating and inspecting,,to sea 
that the laws are ""obey ea.

The cabarets and dance halls 


and emporiums of the sort with 
higher sounding classifications are 
legion and almost without num- 
ber in the German cities. Anything 
that is crazy and fantastic in the 
way of dancing has full sway in 
every large city. 
There seems to 


be no limit to the .excesses of the 
smart set and the many other sets 
that have come to call themselves 
of "German society," since the 
war.

WASTIXG THEIR GAINS 


The question may occur: How, 


if Germany is poverty stricken, are 
these flamboyant routs and exhibi- 
tions c" v.'5c!cc<3ncss financed7 


It is well known that nowhere 


V in the world was profiteering coun- 


tenanced to so great an extent as 
it \\as in Germany. Consequently 
there are scores and hundreds and 
even thousands of war millionaires. 
The imperial authorities believed 
firmly that Germany would win 
and that the Allies would have to 
pay the bill, no matter how great 
it might be, so they encouraged 
their people to make as much as 


_ they could and placed no restraints 


on the profits. This must be con- 
sidered if we are to understand 
where si' the money comes from 
for affairs surpassing the debauch- 
eries that charactei iaed decadent 
JRome. 


The dance craze is the most con- 


spicuous feature to the eyes of a 
visitor to a German city. In tea 
rooms, in restaurants, in hotels, in 
every place where people gather 
without work to do, the talk is of 
dancing, the thought is oi dancing, 
and there, is dancing. 
Thinkers 


who are 
pessimistically inclined 


and who are not conscious of the 
unostentatious yet tremendous in- 
dustrial activity of the country 
speak dolefully of "a Donee of 
Death." 


Ami it is a natural if not accur- 


ate characterization of Germany's 
joy mad turn of mind. In the ball- 
room, on the stage, in the-streets, 
in heretofore circumspect home 
circles—wherever music can 
oe 


found—there is one thought and 
one activity through the dark 
hour* and that fs (lancing. It h»9 


ceased to be accounted. a diversion 
and has become an obsession. 


WEIRD JAZZ FROM AMERICA. 


The. music — the weird. Insane, 


new music- -which came originally 
out of America'and which has been 
"embellished by the devilish Inge- 
nuity of unartistic Old World com- 
posers — has proper company in the 
character of the fashions »n terp- 
eichore. In the theaters the un- 
draped woman dancer is favored 
and welcomed, and' it is practically 
dull and provincial tactics for any 
theatfical producer to bring a 
dancing act to his stage in which 
the merely partially undraped figr- 
ure ia the personality. 


In the cabarets ana ballrooms 
and dives there Is little effectual 
distinction. All are ready settings 
for " debauches. 
The dances at- 


"tended by Berlin's "upper crust" 
•would malc« the entensively adver- 
tised and suggestively promissory, 
affairs" of a certain Greenwich Vil- 
lage group fade into the shadow of 
the 
highly 
circumspect. 
They 


•would " make the dances of the 
Jimmy O'Toole Association seem in 
comparison as charade parties of 
small town Sunday school meet- 
ings. 
, _ 


On the silver screen Germany 


encourages and applauds pictures 
that would be barred from the 
screens of the lowest class film the- 
aters of America or even France. 
There are laws, of course. 
For 
example, moving picture products 
which make the exhibitors blush 
'or shame at the private showings 
of them are illegal; likewise th« 
dances where articles of apparel 
are avoided and discarded. 
But 


the enforcement of the law is an- 
other matter. 
The craze is so 
great and so Intensely developed 
that the mere law dare not inter- 
fere with the most outrageous 
spectacles that the stars in the 
German heavens have ever looked 
do\vn upon. 
Impressively bound volumes are 
written on the subject of the new- 
est dances and the German public 
buys tljem madly. The cartoonists 
make fun of the new dances, and 
they are the sole point of comment 
by newspaper humorists, but tha 
'craze holds and the dancing fash- 
ions become more unbelievable. 


The ball of the season was given 


in the German theater in Munich 
in December. There was dancing 
of all kinds and descriptions, cos- 
tuming and disrobing1 to the last 
ticgiee, No kind or v.Iaa or liquor 
was neglected, and the absence of 
beer was only because It was a 
"society" event; beer is the drink 
of the masses 
And side by side 


*n every dance hall of every city 
there is dancing and drinking and 
licentiousness to the very last 
point of excess.

What 
Instrument does he play? He lias 
built his own instrument—no, not 
an instrument—an orchestration 
of percussion; clappers, hammers, 
ra'cking instruments. He plays all 
at once; cowbells, a foot drum, "a 
sylophone, tambourine, triangle. ' 


"A gigantic outburst of sound; 
a brainless dance, and every one 
is- hypnotized! The oldest folk 
yield to the harsh call; an unheard 
of joy in life pulsates through the 
ball. A waiter falls down with & 
laden tray—no one notices; that 
belongs with the music. Two gen- 
tlemen (?) box one another's ear« 
•—tha_t, too, belongs." 


This writer calls the absolute 


abandoii of and to the music and 
the 
dance—"The 
revolution ~ot 
musical expressionism; Bolshevism 
in the ballroom!" 


Every Sellar that holds a piano 
has beconika dancing gymnasium. 
The word '''gymnasium" must be 
taken for its literal meaning, for 
dancing in Germany has become 
iiiorc of the nature of gymnastics 
than it has in America, and that ia 
no unextravagant comment en the 
American tendencies for athletic 
display on dance floors. 


When the dance madness began 
first to take hold in Germany the 
people were somewhat 
diffident, 


then the stage was the setting for 
unclad dancers, whose justification 
•was in the name of art. But now 
the stage has passed almost beyond 
the bounds of license. 


The. profiteers, who still retain 
much' 6T their wealth, notwith- 
standing the attempts of the Gov- 
ernment to tax even their capital, 
see no reason why they should not 
indulge their desire for libertinism 
and libation so long as they can 
pay for Jt, and they frankly admit 
t.ney would rather spend their 
wealth in the distribution of joy, as 
they call it, than to turn their for- 
tunes over to the Government, to 
be passed over to the Allies Those 
are the ones who are the inspira- 
tional exponents of the epicurean 
philosophy. 
They and their-'gold 
are crying to the people: "Eat, 
drink and b.e merry, for tomorrow 
ye may die.'' 


Germany's wiser heads are trou- - 


bled at conditions, and try in vain 
to see some way out. It is their 
thought that human frailty is too 
great to hold for long the strenu- 
ous doub'p life Germany is trying 
to lead. The excesses to which self 
abardo/t are carried may plunge 
Germany to depths undreamed of, 
they say. As one of those \vho are

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ASr a?ee/f the author discussed phases of ihe Reformation, including the 


ancval-oj Martin Luther on the scene. Luther n>as a German 


toho later became a college professor. 
He made a study of the Old and 


Testaments.

But tlsev offered an easy form of revenue and besides, those who were 
too poor to pay, received theirs for nothing

Tow it happened in the year 1517 that the exclusive territory for 


th'e sale of indulgences in Saxony was givejx-to a Dominican monk 
by the name of Johan Tetzel. Brother Johan was,a hustling -sales 
man To Tell the truth he was a little too eager. His business methods 
outraged the pious people of the little duchy. And Luther, who was , 
au hone«t fellow, got so angry that he did a rash thing. On the 
31st of Otrolier of the year 1517, he went to the court church and 
upon the doors thereof he posted a sheet of paper with ninety five 
statements (or theses), attacking the sale, of indulgences. 
These 


statements had been written in Latin* Luther had no intention of 
starting a riot. He was not a revolutionist. He objected to the 
institution of the Indulgences and he wanted his fellow professors 
to know what he thought about them. But this was stiJl a private 
i 


affair of the clerical and professional world and there was no appeal 
to the prejudices of the community of laymen. 


Unfortunately, at that moment when the whole world bad begun 


to take an interest in the religious affairs of the day, it was utterly 
impossible to discuss auyihiug witlioat at once creating a seriou« men- 
tal disturbance. In less than two months, all Europe was discussing 
the ninety five theses of the Saxon monk. Every one must take sides. 
Every obscure little theologian must print his own opinion. The 
papa] aathoiities begaif to be alarmed. They ordered the Wittenberg 
professor to proceed to Borne and give an account of his action. 
Luther wisely remembered -what had happened to HUS.S. He stayed in 
Germany and he was puni&hed with excommunication. Luther burned 
the papal bull in the presence of an admiring multitude and from 
that moment peace between himself and the Pope was no longer 
possible 


Without any desire on his part, Luther had become "the leader of 


a vas,t army of discontented Christians. German patriots like Ulrica 
TOD Hutten," rushed to his defence. The students of Wittenberg and 
Erfurt and Leipzig offered to defend him should the authorities try 
to imprison bim. The Elector oi Sascay reassured the °ngpr young 
men. No harm would befall Luther as long as he stayed on Saxon 
, ground. 


AU ih\* happened in the year 1520. Charles V was twenty years 


old and as the ruler of half the world was forced to remain on 
pleasant terms with the Pope. He seat out uilis for a Diet or general 
assembly in the good city of Worms on the Rhine and commanded 
Luther to be present and give an account of his extraordinary be- 
haviour. Luther, who now WAS the national hero of the Germans, went. 


He refused to take back a single word of what he had e\ er written or 
said. His conscience was controlled oily by the word tof God. He 
would live and die for his conscience. 


The Diet of Worms, after due deliberation, declared Luther an 


outlaw before God and man, and forbade all Germans to ghe him 
shelter or food or dunk, or to read a single word of the books which 
the dastardly heretic had written. But the great reformer was in no 
danger. By the majority of the Germans of the north the edict was 
denounced as ? most unjust and outrageous document. For greater 
safety, Luther was hidden in the "Wartburg, a castle belonging to 
the Elector of Saxony, and there he defied all papal authority by 
translating the entire Bible into the German language, that all the 
people might read and know the word of God for themselves. 


By this time, the Information was no longer "a spiritual and re- 


ligions affair. Those who hated the beauty of the modern church 
building used this peiiod of unrest to attack and destroy what they 
did not like because they did not understand It Impoverished knights 
tried to make up for past losses by grabbing the territoxv which be- 
longed to the monasteries. 
Discontented princes made U3e of the 


absence of the Emperor to increase their own. power. The starving 
peasants, following the leadership of half crazy agitators, made the 
best of the opportunity and attacked the cables of their masters and 
plundered and .murdered and burned with the zeal of the old Cru- 
saders. 


A veritable reign of disorder broke loose throughout the Empire. 


Some princes became Protestants (as the "protesting" adherents of 
Luther were called) and persecuted vueu C«i.tuwlii, ouLJ^c1' 
Of1<nv<" 


remained Catholic and hanged their Protestant subjects. The Diet 
of Speyer of'the year 1526 tried to settle this difficult question of 
allegiance by ordering that "the subjects should all be of the same 
religious denomination 'as their princes." Ttis turned Germany into 
a checkerboard of a thousand hostile little duchies and principalities 
and created a situation which prevented the normal political growth 
for hundreds of years, 


In February of the year 1546 Luther died and was put to rest in 


the same church wheie twenty nine years before he had proclaimed his 
famous objections to the sale of Indulgences. In less than thirty years, 
the indifferent, joking and laughing world of the Renaissance had been 
transformed into the arguing, quarreling, back-biting, debating society 
of the Reformation. The universal spiritual empire of the Popes 
came to a sudden end and the whole of western Europe was turned 
into a battle-field, where Protestants and Catholics killed each other 
for the greater glory of certain theological doctrines which are as 
incomprehensible to the present generation as the mysterious inscrip- 
tions of the ancient Etruscans. 


v RELIGIOUS WARFARE 


THE AGE OF THE GEEAT RELIGIOUS CONTROVERSIES. 


TUL sixteenth and 'seventeenth centuries were the age of religious 


controversy 


If you will notice you will find that almost everybody around yon 


is forever "talking economics'' and discussing wages and hours of 
labor and strikes in their relation to the life of the community, for 
that is the main topic of interest of our own timo. 


The poor little children of the year 1600 or 1650 fared worse. They 


never heard anything but "religion." 
Their heads were filled with, 


"predestination," "transubstaatition," "free will," and a hundred 
other queer words, expressing obscure points of "the true faith," 
whether Catholic or Protestant. According to the desire of their 
parents they were baptised Catholics or Lutherans or Calvinists or 
Zwinglians or Anabaptists. 
They learned their theology from the 


Augsburg catechism, composed by Luther, or from the "institutes~of 
Christianity," written by Calvin, or they mumbled the Thirty-Nine 
Articles of Faith which were printed in the English "Book of Common 
Prayer, and they were told that these alone represented the "True 
Faith." 


N They heard of the wholesale theft of church property perpetrated 


by King Henry VIII, the much-married monarch of England, who n&da 
himself the supreme head of the English rhnreTi. and assumed the 
old papal rights of appointing bishops and priests. They had a night* 
mare whenever some one mentioned the Holy Inquisition, with ita 
dungeons and its many torture chambers, and they were treated to 
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equally horrible stories of hotr a mob of outraged DutcL Protestants 


• iiad got hold' of a dozen defenceless old priests and hanged them for 
! the sheer pleasure of killing - 
those who professed a differ- 
ent faith. It was unfortunate 
that the two contending par- 
ties were so equally matched. 
Otherwise the struggle would 
have come to a quick solution. 
'USiow it dragged on for eight 
generations, and it grew so 
complicated that I can only 
tell you the most important 
details, and must ask jou to 
get the rest from one of the. 
many histories of the Refor- 
mation. 


The great reform move- 


ment of the Protestants had 


; been followed by a thorough- 
, g o in g r e f o r m within the 


I bosom of the Church. Those 
! popes who had been merely 
amateur humanists and deal- 
ers in Eoman and Greek an- 


'• tiquities, disappeared 
from 


• the scene and their'place was 
taken by serious men AS ho spent twenty hours a day administering 
those holy duties which had been placed in their hands. 


The long and rather disgraceful happiness of the monasteries 


rame to an end. Monks and nuns were forced to be up at sunrise, 
to study the ^Church Fathers, to tend the sick and console the dying. 
ff.be Holy Inquisition watched day and night that no dangerous doc- 
trines should be spread by way of the printing press. Here it is cus- 
tomary to mention poor Galileo, who was locked up because he had 
jbeen a little too indiscreet in explaining the heavens with his funny 
little telescope and had muttered certain opinions about the behavior 


f>f the planets which wore entirely opposed to the official views of the 
church. But in all fairness to the Pope, Ihe clergy and the Inquisi- 
tion, it ought to be stated that the Protestants were quite as much 
iLe i.uuji!t.i3 vf o\.j<*HC<. ^nil mCCl'cf—C r" 4/V>0 '"'"•HnVlirxs finfl witli Pfmfll 
manifestations of ignorance and intolerance regarded the men who 
investigated things for themselves as the most dangerous enemies of 
mankind.

And Calvin, the great French, reformer and the tyrant (both 


political and spiritual) of Geneva, not only assisted the French 
authorities when they tried to hang Michael Servetus (the Spanish 
theologian and physician who had become famous as the assistant 
of Vesalius, the first great anatomist), but when Servetus had man- 
aged to escape from his French jail and had fled to Geneva, Cahin 
threw this Inilliant man into prison and after a prolonged trial, 
allowed him to be burned at the stake on account of his heresies, 
totally indifferent to his fame as a scientist. 


And so it went. We have few reliable statistics upon the subject, 


TJUT on the whole, the Protestants tired of this game long before the 
Catholics, and the greater part of honest men and women who were 
burned and hanged and decapitated on account of their religiou^beliets 
fell as victims of the very energetic but also very drastic cllurch of 
JJome. 
\ 
For tolerance (and please remember this when you grow older), 


5s of \ery recent oiigin and e\en the people of our own so-called 
"modern woild'' are apt to be tolerant only upon such matters as do 
not inicrest tlicin very much. They are tolerant towards a native of 
Afiica, and do not care whether he becomes a Buddhist or a Moham- 
medan, because neither Buddhism nor Mohammedanism means any- 
1b'n.» 1o them. But when they hear that their neighbor who was a 
Republican and belie\ed in a high protective tariff, has joined fhe 
Socialist party and now wants to repeal all tariff laws, their tolerance 
ceases and they use almost the same words as those employed by a 
kindly Catholic (or Protestant) of the seventeenth century, who was 
informed that his best friend whom he had always respected and 
lined had fallen a victim to the terrible heresies of the Protestant (or 
Catholic) church. 
i 
''Heresy until a very short time ago was regarded as a disease. 


(Nowadays when we see a man neglecting the personal cleanliness of 
liis body and his home and exposing himself and his children- to the 
dangers of typhoid fever or another preventable disease, we send for 
the board of health and the health officer calls upon the police to aid 
him in removing this person who is a danger to the safety of the entire 
community. In the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, a heretic, a 
inan or a woman who openly doubted the fundamental principles upon 
which his Protestant or Catholic religion had been founded, was con- 
sidered a more terrible menace than a typhoid carrier. Typhoid fever 
might (very likely would) destroy the body. But heresy, according 
to them, would positively destroy the immortal soul. -It was there- 
fore the duly of all good and logical citizens to warn the police 
against the enemies of the established order of things and those who 
failed to do so were as culpable as i modern man who does not tele- 
phone to the nearest doctor when he discovers that his fellow-ten antg 
are suffering from cholera or small-pox. 


In the years to come you will hear a great deal about preventive 


medicine. Preventive medicine simply means that otir doctors do not 
wait until their patient* are sick, then step forward and cure them. 


On the contrary, they study the patient and,the conditions under1 


which he lives when lie (the patient) is perfectly well and they remove 
•Very possible cause of illness by cleaning up rubbish, by teaching him 
•what to eat and what to avoid, and by giving him a few simple ideas 
of'personal hygiene. They go even further, than that, and these good 
doctors enter the schools and tea/ch the children how to use tooth- 
brushes and how to avoid catching colds. 


The sixteenth century which, regarded (as I have tried to show yonj? 


bodily illness as" much less important than: sickness which threatened 
the soul, organised a system of spiritual preventive medicine. As soon 
ns a child was old enough to spell his first words, he was educated in 
the true (and the "only true") principles of the Faith. Indirectly this 
proved to be a good thing for the general progress of the people of 
Europe. The Protestant "lauds were soon dotted with schools. They 
used a great deal,of very .valuable time to explain the Catechism, but 
they gave instruction in other things "besides theology. They encour- 
aged^ reading and they were'responsible for the great prosperity of 
the printing trade.

But the Catholics did not lag behind. They too devoted much time 


and thought to education. The Church, in this matter, found an 
invaluable friend and ally in the newly-founded order of the Society 
of Jesus. The founder of this remarkable organisation was a Spanish 
soldier \?ho after a life of unholy adventures had been converted and 
thereupon felt himself bound to serve the church just as many former 
sinners, who have been shown the errors of their way by the Salvation 
Army, devote the remaining years of their lives to the task of aiding 
and consoling those who are less fortunate. 


The name of this Spaniard was Ignatius de Loyola. He was born 


in the year before the discovery of America. He had been wounded 
and lamed, for life and while he was in the hospital -he had seen a. 
vision of the Holy Virgin and her Son, who bade him give up the 
wickedness of his former life. He decided to go to the Holy Land and 
finish the task of'the Crusades. But a visit to Jerusalem had shown 
him the impossibility -of the task, and he returned west to help in 
the warfare upon the heresies of the Lutherans. 


In the year 1534 he was studying in Paris at-the Sorbonna To- 


gether with seven other students he founded a fraternity. The eight 
men promised each other that they would lead holy- lives, that they 
would not strive after riches but after righteousness, and would devote 
themselves, body and soul, to the service of the Church. A few years 
later this small-fraternity had grown into a regular organization and 
T:: r ?•?"£";e""* ^y T»«T>« Pnnl TTT at thf Society of Jesus. 


Loyola had been a military man. He believed in discipline, and 


absolute obedience to the orders of the superior dignitaries became 
ene of the main causes for the enormous success of the Jesuits. They 
specialised in education. They gave their teachers a most thorough- 
going education before they allowed them to talk to a single pupil. 
They lived with their students and they entered into their games. 
They watched them with tender care. And as a result they raised a 
new generation of faithful Catholics who took their religious duties 
as seriously as the people of the early Middle Ages. 


The shrew Jesuits, however, did not waste all their efforts upon 


the education of the poor. They entered the palaces of the mighty 
and became the private tutors of future emperors and kings. And 
what this meajit you "will see for yourself when I tell'you about rhe 
Thirty Years War. 
But before this terrible and final outbreak of 


religious fanaticism, a great many other ..things had happened. 


Charles V was dead. Germany and Austria had been left to his 


brother Ferdinand. All his other possessions, Spain and the Nether- 
lands and the Indies and America had gone to his son Philip. Philip 
was the son of Charles and a Portuguese princess who had been first 
cousin to her own husband. The children that are born of "such a 
union are apt to be rather queer. - The son of Philip, the unfortunate 
Don Carlos, (murdered afterwards with his own father's consent,) 
was crazy. Philip was not quite crazy, but his zeal for the Church 
bordered closely upon religious insanity. He believed that Heaven 
Lad appointed him as one of the saviours of mankind. Therefore, 
whosoever was obstinate and refused to share in his Majesty's vievs, 
proclaimed himself an enemy of the human race and must be exter- 
minated lesc his example corrupt the souls of his pious neighbors. 
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Spain, of course, was a very rich country. All the gold and silver 


of the new world flowed into the Castilian and Aragoiiiau treasures. 
But Spain suffered from a cm-ions economic disease. Her ] easants 
were hard working men and even harder working.women. But tie 
better classes maintained a supreme contempt for any form of labor, 
outside of employment in the army or navy or the civil service. As for 
the Moore, who had been wry industrious artisans, they had been 
driven out of the country long before. As a result, Spain, the treasure 
chest of the world, remained a poor country because all her money 
had! been sent abroad in exchange for the wheat an<3 the other necessi- 
ties of life -ftliicL the Spaniards neglected to raise for 


Philip, Tuler of the most power- 


ful nation of the sixteenth century, 
depended for his revenue upon the 
taxes which were gathered in the 
busy commercial bee-hive of the 
Netherlands. But these Flemings 
and Dutchmen were devoted fol- 
Jowers of the doctrines of" Luther 


_ and Calvin and they had cleansed 


their, churches of all images and 
holy paintings and they had in- 
formed the Pope that they no long- 


_er regarded him as their shepherd 


but intended to follow the dictates 
of their consciences and the "com- 
mands of their neAvly translated 
Bible. 


This placed the king in'a very difficult position. He could not 


possibly tolerate the heresies of his Dutch subjects, but he needed 
their ^money. If -he allowed them to be Piotestants and took no 
measures to save their souls he was deficient in his duty toward God. 
If he sent the Inquisition to the Netherlands and burned his subjects 
at the stake, he would lose the greater part of his income. 


Being a man of uncertain will-power he hesitated a long time. 


He tried kindness and sternness and promises and threats. 
The 


Hollanders remained obstinate, and continued to si»g psalms and 
listen to the sermons of their Lutheran and Calvinist preachers. Philip 
in his despair sent his "man of iron," the Duke of Alba, to bvr-g 
these hardened sinners to terms. Alba began by decapitating tho«e 
leaders who had not wisely left the country before his arrival. In 
the year 1572 (the same year that the Jfrencn rrowsutui Jcuuc-j «»,*v, 
all killed during the terrible night of Saint Bartholomew), be attacked 
a number of Dm Jb cities and massacred the inhabitants as an example 
for the others. The next year he laid siege to the town of Leyden, the 
manufacturing center of Holland. 


Meanwhile, the seven small provinces of the northern Netherlands 


had formed a defensive union, the so called union of Utrecht, and 
had recognized- William of Orange, a German prince who had been - 
the private secretary of the Emperor Charles V, as the leader of 
their army and as commander of their freebooting sailors, who were 
known as the Beggars of the Sea, William, to save Leyden, cut 
the dykes, created a shallow inland sea, and delivered the town with 
the help of a strangely equipped navy consisting of scows and flat- 
bottomed baiges which weie ro\\ed and pushed and pulled through the 
"mud until they reached the"city walls 


It was the first time that an army of the invjncible Spanish king 


Lad suffered such a humiliating defeat. It surprised the world just as 
the Japanese victory of Mukden, in the Russian-Japanese war, sur- 
prised our own generation. The Protestant powers took fresh courage 


and Philip devised new means for 
the purpose of conquering his re- 
bellious subjects. He bird a poor 
half-witted fanatic to go and mur- 
der William of Orange. But the 
sight of their dead leader did not 
bring tl»e ScAcn Province" to their 
knees. On the contrary it made 
them furiously angry. In the year 
1581, the Estates General (the 
meeting of the representatives of 
the Se\en Provinces) came together 
at the Hague and^most solemnly ab- 
jured their "wicked king Philip" 
and themselves assumed the burden 
of sovereignty which thus iar had ' 
been invested in> their "King by the 
Grace of God." 


This is a very important event in the history of the great struggle 


for political liberty. It was a step which reached much further than 
the uprising of the nobles which ended with the signing of the itagna 
Carta. These good burghers said "Between a king and his subjects 
there is a silent understanding that both sides shall perform certain 
services and shall recognize certain definite duties. If either party 
-fails to live up to this contract, the other has the right Jo consider 
it terminated." The American subjects of King George III In the 
year 1776 came to a sjniilaE conclusion. But they had three thousand 
miles of ocean between themselves and "their ruler and the'Estates 
General took their decision (which meant a slow death in case of 
defeat) within bearing of the Spanish guns and although in constant 
fear of an avenging Spanish fleet

both. Holland and England, when Protestant Queen Elizabeth had 
succeeded Catholic "Bloody Marj" was an old one. For years 
sailors of tin? waterfront had talked 
about it. In the eighties of rtie — 
sixteenth century, the rumor took 
a definite shape. 
According to 


pilots who had been in Lisbon, all 
the 
Spanish 
and 
Portuguese 


wharves were building ships. And 
in the southern Netherlands (in 
Belgium) the Duke of Parma was 
collecting a large expeditionary 
force to be caiikd from Oslead to 
London and Amsterdam as soon as 
the fleet should arrive. 


In the year 15SG the Great Ar 


mada set sail for the north. But 
the harbors of the Flemish coast 
THE A1.MAI)A IS COMING 


were blockaded by a Dutch fleet 
and the Channel was guaided by the English, and the Spaniards, 
accustomed to the quieter seas of the south, did not know how to uavw 
gate in this squally and bleak northern climate. What happened to 
the Armada once it was attacked by ships and by storms I need not 
tell you. A few ships, by sailing around Ireland, escaped to tell the 
terrible otoiy of defeat. The others perished and lifl at the bottom of 
the North Sea. 


Turn about is fair plaj The British and the Dutch Protestants 


now Carried the war into the territory of the enemj. Before the end 
of the centuiy, Houtman, with the help of a booklet written by Lin- 
s^hoten (a Hollander who had been in the Portuguese sen ice), had at 
last discovered the route to the Indies. As a result the gieat Dutch 
East India Company was founded and a systematic war upon the 
Portugtiese and Spanish colonies in Asia and Afuca was begun in- 
all seriousness. 


It was during this early era of colonial conquest that a curious 


lawsuit was fought out in the Dutch courts. Early in the l^en- 
teenth century a Dutch Captain by the name of van Heemskerk, a 
roan who had made himself famous as the Lead of an eipeaifi55^ 
Mhi<h had tried to discover the North Eastern Passage to the Indies 
and who had spent a winter on the frozen shores of the island of Nova 
Zembla, had captured a Portuguese ship in the straits of Malacca. 
You will remember that the Pope had divided <he \vorld fa to two 


~ equal shares, one of which, had been given to the Spaniards and the 


rthcr +" +>v> "Pmvtn«m««»> 
The Portuguese quite naturally regarded 


the water which surrounded their Indian islands as part of their owu 
property and since, for the moment, they were not at war with the 
United Seven Netherlands, they claimed that the captain of a private 
Dutch trading company had no right to enter their private domain 
and steal their ships. And thej brought suit. The directors of the 
Dutch East India Company hired a bright young lawyer, by the name 
of De Groot or Grotius, to defend their case. He made the astonishing 
plea that the ocean is fi;ee to all comers. Once outside the distance 
whicli a cannon ball fired from the land can reach, the sea is or (ac- 
cording to Grotius) ought to be, a free and open highway to all the 
ships of all nations. It was the first time that this startling doctiine 
had been publicly pronounced in a court of lav. It was opposed by 
all the other seafaring people. To counteract the eflfect of Grotius* 
famous plea for the ''Mare Liberuin," or ''Open Sea," John Selden, 
the Englishman, wrote lis famous treatise" upon the ''Mare Clauhum" 
or "Clo&ed Sea" w}iich treated of the natural right of a sovereign to 
regard the seas >which surrounded his country as belonging to hi1? 
territory. I mention this here because the question Iind not yet been 
decided and during thf last war caused all sorts of difficulties and 
complication's. 


To-,return to the Carfare between Spaniard and Hollander and 


Englishman, before""twenty years were over the most \aluable colonies 
of the Indies and the Cape of Good Hope and Ceylon and those along 
the coast of China and e\en Japan were in Piotestant hands. In 1G21 
a West Indian Company was founded which conquered Brazil and ia 
JSortii America built u foitiess called Nicuw Aincterdfm at the Bimith 
of the river which Henry Hudson had discovered in the year 1609. 


These new colonies enriched both England and the Dutch Bepublie 


to such an extent that they could hire foreign soldiers to do their 
fighting on land while they devoted themselves to commerce and tiade. 
To them the Prote&tant revolt meant independence and prosperity. 
But in many other parts of Europe it meant a succession of horrors 
compared to which the last war was a mild excursion of kindly Sunday- 
school boys. 


The Thirty Tears War which broke out in the year 1618 and whicli 
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ended with the famous treaty of Westphalia in 1648 was the perfect]/ 
iatnraJ result of a century of ever increasing religious hatred. It was, 


ajr^riuble war-T* Everybody" fought everybody else and, 


the struggle ended only when all parties had been thoroughly ex- 
hausted and could fight no longer. 
' 
•—' 


In less than a generation it turned many parts of cehfral Eifrope 


where the hungry peasants fought for the carcass 


of a dead horse with ftp even hungrier wolf. Five sixths of all the 
German towns aud villages were destroyed. The Fahtinatp. in we«t- 
crn Germany, was plundered twenty eight times. And a population 
of eighteen million people was reduced to four million. 


The hostilities began almost as soon as Ferdinand II of the House 


o! Habsburg had been elected Emperor. lie was the product of a most 
careful Jesuit training and was a most obedient and devout son of 
the Church. The TOW which he had made as a young man, that he 
Trould eradicate all sects and all heresies from his domains, Ferdinand 


vkept to the best of his ability. Two days before his election, his chief 
opponent, Frederick, the Protestant Elector of the Palatinate and a 


"eon-in law of James I of England, had been made King of Bohemia, 


in direct violation of Ferdinand's wishes. 


At once the Habsburg armies marched into Bohemia. The young 


%king looked in rain for assistance against this formidable enemy. 
The Dutch Republic was willing to help, but, engaged in a desperate 
•war of its own with the Spanish branch of the Hab^burgs, it could 
do little. The Stuarts in England were more interested in strength- 
ening their own absolute power at home than spending money and 
men upon a forlorn adventure in far away Bohemia. After a struggle

Then the Habsburg armies, under Tilly and Wallenstein. fought 


leir-way through the Protestant part of Germany until they had 


reached the shores of the Baltic. A Catholic neighbour meant serious 
danger to the Protestant king of Denmark. Christian IV tried to 
dofonrt himself hv attacking his enemies before they had -become too 
strong for him. The Danish armies marched into Germany but were 
defeated. Wallenstein followed tip his victory with such energy and 
violence that Denmark was forced to sue for peace. Only one town 
of the Baltic then remained in th9> hands of the Protestants. That 
was Stralsund. 


There, in the early summer of the year 1630, landed King Gustavus 


Adolpkus, of the house of Vasa, king of Sweden, and famous as the man 
who Ead defended his country against the Ku&sians. A Protestant 
prince of unlimited ambition, desirous of making Sweden the centre 
of a great Northern Empire," Gustavus Adolphus was "welcomed by 
the Protestant princes of Europe as the sa\ iour of the Lutheran cause. 
He defeated Tilly, who had just successfully butchered the Protestant 
inhabitants of Magdeburg. Then his troops began their great inarch 
through the heart of Germany in an attempt to reach the Habfeburg 
possessions in Italy. Threatened in the rear by the Catholics, Gustavus 
suddenly veered around and defeated the main Hab&burg army in the 
battle of Lutzen. Unfortunately <the .Swedish king* was killed when

Ferdinand,-wlro was a Auspicious sort of person, at once began to 


distrust his own servants. Wallenstein. his Commander-in-chief, was 
murdered at his instigation. When the Catholic Bourbons, who ruled 
France and hafed their Hab&burg rivals, heard of this, they joined 
the Protestant Svv edes. The armies of Louis XIII invaded the eastern 
part of Germany, and Turenne and Conde added their fame to that of 
Baner and Weimar, the Swedish generals, by murdering, pillaging andi 
burning Habsbuig property. This brought great fame and riches to 
the Swedes and, caused the Danes to become envious. The Protestant 
Danes thereupon declared war upon the Protestant Swedr-s who were 
the allies of the Catholic French, whose political leader, the Cardinal 
de Kklielicu,. had just deprived the Hug-uenots (or French Protests?) t«) 
of those rights of public worship which the Edict of Nantes of the 
year 159§ had guaranteed them. 


The war, aftei the habit of such encounters, did not decide any- 


thing, when it came to an end with the treaty'of Westphalia in 1648. 
The Catbolk powers remained Catholic and the Protestant powers 
stayed faithful to the doctrines of Luther and Calvin and Zwingli. 
The S*iss and Dutch Protestants were recognized as independent 
republics. France kept the cities of Metz and Toul and Verdun and 
a part of the Alsace. 
The-Holy Eoman Empire continued to exist 


as a sort of scare crow state, without men. without money, without 
hf>pe and without courage.

one. It discouraged both Catholics and Protestants from ever trying 
it again. Henceforth they left each other in peace. This however 
did not mean that religious feeling and theological hatred had been 
removed from this earth. On the contrary. The quarrels between 
Catholic and Protestant came to an end, but the disputes between 
the different Protestant sects continued as bitterly as ever before. In 
Holland a difference of opinion as to the true nature of predestination 
, (a very obscure point of theology, but exceedingly important in the 
eyes of your great grandfather) caused a quarrel which ended with 
the decapitation of John of Oldenbarneveldt, the Dutch statesman, 
•who had been responsible for the success of the Republic during the 
first twenty years of its independence, and who was the great organ- 
izing genius of her Indian trading company. In England, the feud led 
to civil war. 


But before I tell you of this outbreak which led to the first execu- 


tion by process of law of a European king, I ought to say-something 


about the previous history of Fcg- 
land. In this book I am trying to 
give you only those events of the 
past which can throw a Alight upon 
the conditions of the present-world. If 
I do not mention certain countries, the 
cause is not to be found in any secret 
dislike on my part. I wish that I could 
tell you what happened to Norway and 
Switzerland and Serbia and Chins 
But these lands exercised no great in- 
fluence upon the development of Europe 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies. I therefore pass them by with a 
polite and very respectful bow. Eng- 
land however is in a different position. 
What'the people of that small island 
have done during the last five hundred 
years has shaped the course of history 
in every corner of the world. Without 
a proper kuowU dge of the background 
of English history, you cannot under- 
stand what you read in the new spapers. 
And it is therefore necessary that you 
know how England happened, to de- 
velop a parliamentary form of govern- 
ment while the rest of the'European 
continent was still ruled by absolute 
inonarchs.

ar.d iroustice of censorship, thor- 
oughly expressed by one of the 
censors themselves. Looking at 
the matter from my own point of 
viovr, this censor's

means to me that my twenty-five 
years of hard work, study and ef- 
fort to be artistic arq to he calmly 
put aside in order that someone 
with, an autocratic, if inferior, 
brain shall have the right to 
stand between me and my au- 
dience. 


From the time that I first en- 


tered the theater as a writer, I 
have conceived tne function of a 
dramatist to he the setting forth 
of the problems of human life in 
such art form as ivould move the 
mass of the people through his 
message to them. 
.But appar- 
ently this is not to be. I may no 
longer speak my message to the 
people of this country; 1 may no 
longer receive their reaction to 
my work, for a little group of 
people, who must disagree with 
*m.^Vi 4 V. r, t T limrn fn onir rn- tVl«v 
trould not be censors, are empow- 
ered by law to stand between ras 
and my public. 


In spite of the fact that numer- 
ous individuals have disagreed 
tv-ith me as an artist and as a 
philosopher, I can truthfully say 
that in the course of long years 
of effort I have never written 
anything for publication, I have 
never put any play upon the 
stage, and I have never put any 
picture upon the screen which I 
am not willing to stand behind 
and defend as being an earnest 
effort to tell a good story as beau- 
tifully as I coukl. and I resent th« 


public that most of these man- 
gled, disconnected, idiotic stories 
which are put before them are 
largely the result of censorship? 


And, 
lastly, must this new art, 


which is oapaoiB ui t,u mu...ii, uu 
forever sentenced xo the limita- 
tions of childhood? If so, it has 
no real value in the social scheme 
except as very elementary amuse- 
ment If I. after all my yiiars of 
study and effort, am to be pre- 
vented from occasionally talking 
to adults, then I am afraid I must 
forsake this medium of expres- 
sion and go back to tho theater, 
where I was-never accused of liv-

The film editor, however, is not 


the autocratic 
personage one 


migh* expect him to be; he (or 
she) works hand in hand with 
the director, and sugarcoats the 
mutilating operation by tactfully 
seeming to agree with him in 
regard to what should be kept 
and what discarded. 
It is a 


colossal'task to dynamite nine- 
tenths of a dramatic picture play 
and concentrate into the remain- 
ing tenth enough vitality and 
punch to put ovr the author's 
original idea, and the editor hi'S 
to have a wonderfully afute .sen.sp 
of dramatic ^allies. Should that 
elusive "something" which is the 
"mil of the si<-r>. o^rapp into the 
discard, the hie of the picture is 
annihilated, and 
the work of 


months and the expenditure of a 
fortune are made null and void. 


This tremendous responsibility 
is not given lightly, as may be 
easily imagined, and before the 
power of making or marring a 
picture is put into her hands, the 
film editor must have proven her 
judgment to be almost infallible, 
her critical ability supreme and 
jthe courage of her convictions 
unfaltering.

"When the'fan has reached the 
speed which represents its point 
of maximum cooling efficiency, how 
can it .be kept from exceeding 
that speed and consuming horse- 
power unnecessarily? 
This ques- 


tion occurred to C. E. Wills during 
the period In'which .he was design- 
Ing the motor for the "Wills Saints 
Claire car. 
It was solved by him 
with the development of an auto- 
matic fan. release: 
It is known to technical men and 
many well informed car owners 
that the fan reaches its point of 
maximum efficiency at.about 2000 
revolutions per minute. 
At this 


speed the'''Wills Sainte Claire fan 
consumes from. 2 to 2% horse- 
power. 
If allowed to go beyond 
this speed it would consum,e as 
high as 6 to 7 horsepower without 
any corresponding increase in cool- 
ing efficiency. 
With' the automatic fan release, 
however, the force-of. the fan at 
2000 revolutions or more per min- 
ute is sufficient to pull it away 
from its friction-driving contact 
with the fan shaft, so that the fan 
can never exceed this speed at any 
time. Therefore, .the horsepower 
which would be required to drive 
the fan faster is never used and 
a saving of from 4 to 5 horsepower 
is effected.

cooling mechanism is the three- 
bladed fan, designed so that the 
angles between its blades conform

This means 
that In one revolution of the fan 
there are only three impacts of air 
between the fan and the motor, 
thus eliminating the noise which 
is so common with a two or four 
bladed fan,, with its.- greatly in- 
creased number of these air; Im- 
pacts.

"can be kept clear only when the 
opposing forces are in a state of 
unstable equilibrium, now swerved 
to one side by the onset of youth 
and now swung to the other by 
the sturdy resistance of age." 


So he -Is offering that resistance 


in a book of essays, "The Tocsin 
of Revolt." Readers of the maga- 
zines will remember some of these 
writings and will remember them 
with pleasure. Here is a sane and 
tolerant voice and a writer who Js 
gifted far above most of those who 
persist in the difficult essay style.

How Mills Met Muir. 


The late Enos A. Mills, uaturah.st. -who for 


;»c;u's lived in the JRoclry Mountains and wrote 
of its wild life with a fascination approach- 
ing that of Jules Fabre in his. classics on insect 
life, was a close personal friend of John Muir, 
and tells'this story of their first meeting: 
"I 


had gone to California on one of iny annual 
trips and vtas wandering on the beach at San 
Francisco. I had picked up a strange sort of 
weed and was puzzling about it. I saw an old 
man approaching. f He looked-kindly and in- 
telligent, and there was something tabout-his 
face that invited confidence. I asked-him about 
the weed. He told me all about it ifi language 
that fascinated me. Then in'lunrhe began to 
question me, asking how it was that I was in- 
terested in such things. We walked back to 
San Francisco together, and as we went slowly 
along he asked me more questions about my- 
self, my work and ambitions, and in that talk 
he gave my life its first definite purpose and 
direction. 
Finding that I had an aptitude 


for nature study he advised me to continue 
my studies in the outdoors, but told me, too, 
that observation was useles^ unless I learned 
to systematize my knowledge and found means 
to convey it to others—that I should learn to 
write and to speak of 'fthat I saw; and of the 
secrets of nature that came in the'path of my 
wanderings." Thus a naturalist with much 
the same beni at, Muir was started on his career 
by the advice and counsel of that great Cali- 
fornian, who was so uQiversau,y uuuoieu uuu 
loved.

LIMITING STUDENTS. 


A new activity of American colleges and 


tniiversities and one which, at first thought 
ironld seem to strike at that equal opportun 
Ity which has been their boast, is designed to 
limit the number of students. 
A few years 


•ago the colleges M ere recruiting enrollment and 


• the emphasis was placed first on the numbers 
registered. Now, in many of the institutions, 
an opposite course is being followed. 


s 
In California there has never been a need to 


up students. The object has been to pro 
the opportunities for education to every 


young man and woman and the response has 
been so great that the foremo&t problem was to 
.Continue a program of university expansion 
which would, in part at least, keep tip with 
the demands of increased enrollment, 


Th« bars which are being placed in cer- 


tain quarters are not bars of race or position. 
They would keep out of the classrooms those 
•persons not equipped for a university educa- 
tion, the ones who would not be b^refited and 
feser*e equipment and effort for the intellec- 
jfcuallv alert and eager. In his address to the 
•Indents of Dartmouth President Hopkins put 
ithe question in these words: 
-""Selection of applicants for admission to 
'colleges is a twofold necessity: on the one 
*"-£ +*">+ rna-n iiinnnflhlA O* r>7Y)fitini? bv the 
Advantages which the college offers, or indis- 
tjxwed, shall not be withdrawn from useful 
Work to spend their time profitlessly, in idle- 
ness, acquiring false standards of living; and 
-da the other hand, that the contribution which 
the college is capable of making to the lives 
TOf competent iuen and, through them, to so- 
-dety, shall not be too largely lessened bv the 
'•lackening of pace due to the presence of men 
Indifferent or wanting in capacity.'' 


Dr. Hopkins specified as among those by 


whom college classrooms should not be en 
cumbered the men who go there for social pres- 
tige and made another distinction which would 
•eem to involve difficulties for the body who 
would judge the eligibility of candidates "Do 
not confuse mental gymnastics and facility in 
appropriating the ideas of others with think- 
ing," the Dartmouth head warned. The so 
called "quick student,'' the one who can memo 
jrize a book or who can retain its impressions 
long enough to make a creditable recitation is 
not in the "aristocracy of brains," which the 
•astern man would establish. 


The whole difficulty, of course, will be in the

men who enter college without any purposes 
except those of enjoyment and -«ho are wooed 
to intellectual pursuits by the new atmosphere 
.and a sudden enlightenment as to the advan-

EVENTS OF THE WEEK.

AIRPLANES AND PEACE. 


"There will never be another war across the 


seas because it will be impossible to trans 
port an army." 


Eecent maneuvers of battleships and tor 


pedo-bearing airplanes have convinced Bear 
Admiral Fullam, retired, of the comparative 
uselessness of the great ship of steel. Bomb- 
ing tests on the Atlantic Coast and by the 
British Admiralty, he says, make it plain, "a 
great battleship or a fleet cannot withstand an 
air attack " In an address in New York the 
other day he said : 


'•The nest war will be one In the air. The 


wonderful ships that I love so much cannot 
withstand the airplane. Fons are even more 
helpless. 
It will all depend upon the air 


fighters." 


There are naval specialists m this country 


and abroad who agree with Admiral Fullam 
and there are others who do not. The United 
States Navy Department and tlie British Ad- 
miralty, sponsors of the recent maneuvers and 
tests, still pin their faith in the battleship. 
The fleets, they say, will still be able to pro- 
tect themselves by airplane carriers, smoke 
screens, and anti-aircraft guns. 
In reply to 


Admiral Fullarn It is pointed out that the tests 
demonstrated the planes proved then- effective- 
ness only within a limited radius from their 
base and that the squadrons of fliers could have 
been annihilated before coming within strik- 
ing distance of their objective, a dreadnaught, 
had the battleships been protected with the 
usual screen of destrojers. 
'More than that, 


they say the batteries on the battleships, under 
war conditions, could have blown to atoms 
e^ery plane before it had an opportunity to 
discharge its torpedoes. 


Whatever the final decision may be.iand it is 


probable the dispute cannot be settled by peace 
time maneuvers, the airplane has advanced to 
a pUte 1U naval UJUSlUVHaUo 
chief subject for discussion.

His re- 
searches vere extraordinary And 
then he -v-as inspired to write his

by this generation It is possible at 
this tamo to write a narrative ot 
rprfain nhase? of the war. but the 
judgment and the peispective of 
true history is not yet here.

Against this state of affairs he pre- 
sents considerable data from par- 
ticular Industries showing that a 
proper, consideration: of all the ele- 
ments entering : into production 
does not evidence a general slack- 
ening of. effort on the part of the 
workers,' but in a number of indus- 
tries. increased efficiency is .shown.

One of the objectives of th?> plan 
if to make women and girls wno 
are seeking positions independent 
of "employment sharks," or con- 
cerns that charge exorbitant rates 
for their services as employment 
agents. 


Another of its objects is to off- 
let the numerous disadvantages 
tinder which women have oeen la- 
boring1, through "pioneering" In 
lines that until f'vnt'.}' were all 
but closed to members of their sex. 
The organisers of the new project 
were inspired to action, they de- 
clare, by recognition of the- ex- 
cessive difficulties which women 
are having to lace in suddenly 
entering into 
competition with 


men, under unfamiliar conditions, 
and in a fieldi in which the power 
U held almost exclusively by men. 


With this situation as a. starting 


•point, they have planned an agency 
lor the women Which, It is asserted, 
•Wll! far outreach in Its scope and 
effectiveness anything of a corre-

the men.

has just returned from a tour of 
inspection of New York City's fire 
methods, the New York firemen, 
clad in their shirt sleeves and not 
equipped with the fireproof cloth- 


I ing which is considered so essen- 
| tial to the Briton, are inferior as 
firf fighters. 


In other 
words, 
Colonel Ball 


thinks that the London firemen are 
far away ahead of their New York 
brothers in the matter of efficiency 
and that the London Fire Depart- 
ment is a 
better 
organized and 


more capable .-.oncern than its op- 
posite number in New York City. 


Colonel Ball was sent to New- 


York to investigate New York's 
fire methods and to imprpv-- as a 
result the efficiency of his own de- 
Ijai-tiiitnt. 
Eui. the Colonel 
says 


that London has nothing to learn 
from New York. 
In 
fact, 
New 


York has a lot to learn from Lon- 
don. 


"I was present s.t several of the 


calls in New York," Colonel Ball 
told the International News Cor- 
respondent, "but it seemed to me 
that there was not the smartness 
shown that we are accustomed to 
see in London. 


"There is, for instance, no rule 


as to the men staying in the sta- 
tions, and on one or two occasions 
I saw fire engines and escapes out- 
side, -while the men were all over 
the place. 
They also went to the 


fires .in their 
shirt 
sleeves 
and 


were not as fully protected as the 
London men are. 


"The brigades did not turn out 


with the 
speed 
of the 
London 


brigades. 
The New York fireman 


is as brave and as energetic as the 
Londoner, but apparently he is n t 
instructed to get immediately to 
the seat of the fire when he arrives 
at the conflagration. 


"In New York they pour water 


on the burning building indiscrimi- 
nately, whereas the London fire- 
mai. gets inside the building, finds 
the root of the trouble and directs 
the flow of water onto it first of 
all 
That 23 why London has so- 


few instances of big fires spread- 
ing to any great extent. 


"The water power is greater in 


New York, but that is necessary 
owing to the greater height of,the 
buildings.

Both varieties 


do well in nearly all portions of 
tho state and thrive in the coastal 
counties, where they have the in- 
fluence of sea air. 
The casuarina equisetifolia in 
its native habitat attains a height 
of 150 feet, but casuarina quadri- 
valvis is a much smaller tree, its 
maximum height 
being 60 feet. 
Both possess a value for fuel and 
also for their timber. 
They will 


live in a somewhat saline soli at 
the edge of the sea and will also 
withstand a certain degree of al- 
kali; both are rapid growers, hence 
where immediate effeccs are de- 
sirable their use can 
be recom- 
mended. The branches are long, 
slender and weeping, with jointed 
needle-like leaves, giving the tree 
a graceful appearance 
In certain 


situations they acid an Individuality 
to the home grounds attained by 
no other tree, particularly if faced 


tion. They will stand pruning into 
formal shapes,' if desired, and can 
also be trained for hedges. 
The 


distribution in California is quite 
as general as that of the eucalyptus. 
Being of easy culture is another
